On  the  24th  of  July,  1942,  David 
J.  Maloney,  a  distinguished  Cath- 
lic  layman,  died  at  St.  Joseph 
Infirmary.  Intensely  devoted  to 
the  cause  of  the  Catholic  Church, 
he  had  been  a  daily  communicant 
during  the  latter  part  of  his  life. 

He  left  behind  him  a  wife,  the 
former  Imelda  Shea,  and  11  chil¬ 
dren.  There  were  12  altogether 
but  one  had  died  shortly  after 
birth. 

He  also  left  behind  him,  among 
his  children,  the  memory  of  a 
fine  Christian  life,  an  example 
of  devotion  to  duty  and,  above 
all,  a  sensitive  appreciation  of 
the  religious  authority  of  the 
Church. 

Led  by  Example 

It  was  this  latter  quality  that 
brought  solidity  into  the  edu¬ 
cation  he  gave  his  children. 
He  never  preached,  never  de¬ 
manded  more  than  the  Church 
itself  exacted.  But  his  own  ex-

By  the  time  of  his  death,  his 
two  oldest  boys,  James  and 
Charles,  now  43  and  42,  were 
priests  of  the  Archdiocese  of 
Louisville.  They  officiated  at  his 
funeral,  dispensing  in  his  behalf 
the  gentle  ministrations  of  that 
Church  which  had  meant  every¬ 
thing  to  him. 

The  lives  of  his  other  children 
progressed  along  the  path  he  had 
outlined.  David  Erie,  40,  Isabel 
(Mrs.  Anthony  Diebold),  38,  and 
Bernard,  36,  are  married.  At  the 
age  of  24  Francis  was  killed  in 
a  plane  crash  in  England,  at  the 
end  of  the  war,  on  the  third  an¬ 
niversary  of  his  father’s  death. 
Mary,  31,  and  Paul,  24,  are  un¬ 
married  and  live  at  home  with 
their  mother.  Martha,  26,  is  with 
the  Missionary  Servants  of  the 
Most  Blessed  Trinity  and  is  known 
as  Sister  Paul  Marie.  John,  19, 
is  a  student  at  Bellarmine  in 
Louisville,  and  Thomas,  his  twin, 
is  at  St.  Mary’s  College  near 
Lebanon,  studying  for  the  priest¬ 
hood. 

*  In  a  Catholic  family,  like  the 
one  founded  by  David  J.  Maloney, 
the  simple  priesthood  is  nothing 
unusual.  But  to  have  a  bishop 
among  the  sons  is  a  rarity  indeed.

Stricken  on  Jan.  12 

Jan.  12 — Extreme  Unction  was 
administered  last  night  to  the 
Most  Rev.  John  G.  Bennett,  DD, 
’09,  bishop  of  the  Lafayette  dio¬ 
cese,  who  became  ill  last  Saturday, 
two  days  before  his  and  the 
diocese’s  tenth  anniversary. 

Bishop  Bennett  was  taken  to 
St.  Elizabeth  Hospital  in  Lafa¬ 
yette  at  the  time  of  his  first 
heart  attack  on  Saturday  morn¬ 
ing.  Since  then  he  has  suffered 
additional  attacks.  Attending 
physicians  described  the  one 
which  occurred  yesterday  at  5  p.m. 
as  very  serious,  leaving  the 
bishop  in  a  critical  condition. 

At  the  physicians’  suggestion, 
final  rites  were  administered  in 
the  early  evening. 

Bishop  Bennett  was  to  serve 
as  celebrant  at  the  anniversary 
Mass  in  St.  Mary’s  Cathedral  last 
Monday.  At  his  request,  the  Most 
Rev.  Leo  A.  Pursley,  DD,  ’21, 
Auxiliary  Bishop  of  the  Fort 
Wayne  Diocese,  served  as  cele¬ 
brant. 

The  Most  Rev.  Paul  C.  Schulte, 
DD,  Archbishop  of  Indianapolis, 
gave  the  sermon  and  expressed 
the  blessings  for  Bishop  Bennett 
to  those  present.  The  archbishop 
spoke  of  the  tremendous  growth 
and  progress  of  the  Lafayette 
diocese  during  its  ten-year  ex¬ 
istence,  all  under  the  guidance 
of  Bishop  Bennett.

Dies  at  Age  76 

Funeral  services  for  the  Very 
Rev.  Msgr.  James  F.  Connelly, 
’97,  were  held  Dec.  17  at  St. 
Patrick  Church  in  Indiana  Harbor, 
where  he  had  served  as  pastor  for 
37  years. 

Msgr.  Connelly  died  Dec.  14  in 
St.  Catherine  Hospital,  East  Chi¬ 
cago,  following  a  heart  attack. 
He  had  been  admitted  to  the  hos¬ 
pital  about  a  year  ago  for  treat¬ 
ment  of  a  heart  ailment.  He  was 
76  years  old. 

Funeral  services  began  with  the 
reading  of  the  Office  of  the  Dead 
by  Fr.  Leo  Hildebrandt,  ’19,  pastor 
of  St.  Mary  Church,  Griffith,  and 
Dean  of  the  Hammond  Deanery.

Msgr.  Connelly  was  born  in 
Fort  Wayne  May  24,  1878.  He  and 
Msgr.  Edward  Mungovan,  ’97, 
who  died  just  17  days  earlier,  on 
Nov.  27,  were  born  in  the  same 
city  in  the  same  year,  attended 
the  same  schools  and  were  or¬ 
dained  priests  on  the  same  day. 

After  graduating  from  St. 
Joseph’s,  they  completed  their 
studies  for  the  priesthood  in  Mt. 
St.  Mary’s,  Cincinnati,  and  were 
ordained  in  Fort  Wayne  May  24, 
1902.

Jan.  13— A  late  rally  enabled  the 
Pumas  to  come  from  behind  in 
the  final  minutes  to  claw  the 
Tigers  of  DePauw  University  80-77 
at  Collegeville  last  night  in  an 
Indiana  Collegiate  Conference 
game.

The  36 
free  throws  scored  by  the  Pumas 
broke  the  old  mark  of  34  held 
by  Butler  University. 

Guard  Bob  Pierce  of  DePauw 
set  a  new  free  throw  record  ac¬ 
cording  to  percentage  by  convert¬ 
ing  all  of  his  14  charity  tosses. 

The  Tigers  moved  ahead  early 
in  the  game  and  clung  tenaciously 
to  the  lead  until  a  basket  by 
Willie  Kellogg  gave  St.  Joe  a 
60-59  lead  with  eight  minutes  re¬ 
maining.  But  the  Bengals  went 
back  into  the  lead  on  a  basket  by 
Bob  Schrier  and  held  the  advan¬ 
tage  until  John  Tully,  substitute 
guard,  put  St.  Joe  back  in  front 
with  a  left-handed  shot  under  the 
basket  to  give  the  Pumas  the 
edge,  70-69,  with  two  minutes  left. 
Merki  dropped  in  four  free  throws 
and  Kellogg  and  Tully  added  two- 
pointers  as  St.  Joseph’s  fought  off 
DePauw’s  dying  grasp.

An  auxiliary  bishop  is  appoint¬ 
ed  to  assist  the  Ordinary  of  a 
diocese  (The  Ordinary  is  the  per¬ 
son  who  exercises  jurisdiction 
over  an  ecclesiastical  territory). 
His  powers  are  specified  by  the 
Ordinary.  In  general,  he  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  assist  in  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  affairs  of  the  diocese. 

Since  an  auxiliary  bishop  is  not 
the  Ordinary  of  a  diocese  he  is 
given  a  “title”  and  is  referred  to 
as  a  “titular  bishop.”  This  title  is 
generally  the  name  of  a  historic, 
now  defunct,  diocese. 

Capsa,  the  titular  see  of  Bishop- 
elect  Maloney,  was  a  city  in  North 
Africa.  It  is  known  to  have  had 
five  bishops  between  the  years

Early  Season  Losses 
Spoil  St.  Joe  Record 

Jan.  9 — Valparaiso’s  Crusaders, 
fighting  off  a  spectacular  rally 
by  St.  Joseph’s,  handed  the  Pumas 
their  sixth  loss  in  nine  games  by 
a  78-67  score  on  Jan.  8. 

The  loss  dropped  the  Pumas 
into  last  place  in  the  Indiana 
Collegiate  Conference  with  four 
defeats  without  a  victory  in  con¬ 
ference  play. 

Against  Valparaiso,  the  Pumas 
trailed  38-20  at  intermission  and 
48-30  early  in  the  second  half; 
but,  led  by  Chet  Pilat  and  Willie 
Kellogg,  they  fought  to  within 
two  points  of  the  Crusaders  in  a 
spirited  rally  that  brought  the 
score  to  68-66  with  five  minutes 
remaining  in  the  ball  game.  Kel¬ 
logg  and  Pilat,  however,  both 
fouled  out  and  Valpo  pulled  away 
to  win. 

In  other  ICC  contests,  Ball  State 
had  dropped  the  Pumas  86-75  in 
Muncie,  and  Indiana  State  downed 
St.  Joe  81-76  in  Terre  Haute. 
Evansville’s  high-scoring  Aces 
buried  the  Pumas  under  a  barrage 
of  baskets  to  capture  a  105-91 
victory  at  Collegeville. 

In  recent  non-conference  activ¬ 
ity,  St.  Joe  split  a  pair  of  con¬ 
tests,  losing  to  St.  Norbert  82-76 
and  defeating  Franklin’s  Grizzlies 
75-61. 

St.  Joe’s  season  thus  far  has 
been  highlighted  by  the  consistent 
scoring  of  Don  Merki,  Chicago 
senior,  who  has  averaged  24.3 
points  per  game  in  the  nine  con¬ 
tests  this  season,  including  a 
33-point  effort  against  Evansville. 
He  has  attained  a  total  of  1218 
points  during  his  Puma  basketball 
career — 151  points  beyond  the 
previous  record. 

Kellogg,  senior  guard  from 
Chicago,  is  the  team’s  second 
scorer,  averaging  better  than  15 
points  per  game.  Other  top  scorers 
are  Pilat,  with  a  10-point  average 
and  Ray  Banary,  now  on  the  in¬ 
jured  list,  who  has  tallied  75 
points  in  7  games. 

The  big  surprise  this  season  has 
been  the  outstanding  play  of 
freshman  Greg  Jancich  of  Whit¬ 
ing,  lnd.,  who  won  a  starting  as¬ 
signment  early  in  his  first  col¬ 
legiate  campaign  and  has  been 
rebounding  and  scoring  well  all 
season. 

The  Pumas  will  be  searching 
for  their  first  conference  win 
when  they  entertain  the  DePauw 
Tigers  on  Jan.  12.  On  Jan.  18, 
Butler’s  Bulldogs  will  provide  the 
opposition  in  the  Collegeville 
fieldhouse  in  the  first  of  a  home- 
and-home  series,  the  second  game 
to  be  played  in  Indianapolis  on 
Feb.  8. 

Following  the  first  Butler  game, 
the  Pumas  travel  northward  for 
games  with  Great  Lakes  on  Jan. 
28,  and  Illinois  Wesleyan  in  Chi¬ 
cago  on  Jan.  29.

Rites  Held  for  T.  McGovren, 
Killed  in  Alpine  Plane  Crash 

Last  rites  for  Staff  Sgt.  Terry 
McGovren,  ’53,  who  was  killed  in 
a  plane  crash  in  the  French  Alps 
on  Oct.  24,  were  held  in  his  home¬ 
town,  Loogootee,  Ind.,  on  Nov.  18. 

He  was  buried  in  St.  John’s 
Cemetery. 

The  discovery  of  the  wrecked 
plane  on  Oct.  29  ended  one  of  the 
biggest  searches  ever  launched  by

The  plane, 
whose  21  passengers  all  were 
killed  in  the  crash,  had  been  en- 
route  from  Rome  to  Manston  Air 
Force  Base  in  England,  where 
Mc*Govren  was  stationed. 

A  ground  rescue  team  first  lo¬ 
cated  the  wreckage,  after  which 
a  six-man  parachute  team  came 
in  to  remove  the  bodies.  The 
victims  were  carried  by  litters, 
dropped  by  helicopters,  to  the 
Italian  village  of  Entraque,  where 
they  were  placed  on  mules  for  the 
remainder  of  the  trip  out  of  the 
mountains. 

Sgt.  McGovren  was  born  in 
Daviess  County  on  Aug.  20,  1931, 
the  son  of  Paul  and  Elizabeth  M. 
McGovren.  He  spent  his  childhood 
in  Loogootee,  where  he  was  grad¬ 
uated  from  high  school. 

A  student  at  St.  Joseph’s  from 
Sept.  1949  until  Jan.  1951,  he  en¬ 
listed  in  the  Air  Force  nearly 
four  years  ago  and  had  been  sta¬ 
tioned  with  the  514th  Interceptor 
Squadron  at  Manston  for  the  past 
three  years.  His  wife,  the  former 
Miss  Rosalie  Tillie  of  Washington, 
and  their  two  children  were  with 
him  in  England. 

The  body  of  Sgt.  McGovren  was 
met  in  Washington  by  an  escort 
of  honor  from  the  Loogootee  Am¬ 
erican  Legion  Post. 

Requiem  High  Mass  was  said 
by  Father  McCrisken,  a  cousin  of 
the  deceased.
